HEADS ROTARY 


Business at the June meeting of j 
Council will pass an ordinance 
abolishing angle parking and re­ 
establishing parallel parking at a 
special meeting some 
time 
next 
week, probably Thursday evening, 
according to action taken at Thurs­ 
day’s session of council. 
The opinion expressed by near­ 
by everyone of the councilmen at 
the June meeting clearly indicated 
that 
they 
are in favor of the 
Change, urged by President P. C. 
I Stock a month ago. 
The return to parallel parking 
was agreed upon after Hanover’s 
parking ordinance was 
read and 
discussed, and the ordinance com­ 
mittee was instructed to draft Get­ 
tysburg’s new parking ordinance 
similar to that in the neighboring 
borough. 
Councilman H. T. Stauffer was 
the only foe of parallel parking to 
express himself at the Thursday 
ivening meeting. 
“ I have always 
been opposed and always will be 
opposed to parallel 
parking,’’ he 
said. 
* 
Double Parking 
Councilman J. E. Snyder, who 
led 
the fight in council several 
years ago to institute angle park­ 
ing, said hi* would favor the change, 
with one reservation. 
He declared 
that if double parking, under the 
parallel system, interferes with the 
normal flow of traffic on a busy 
Saturday night, he will come into 
council and demand repeal of the 
ordinance. 
, 
, 
Under 
the 
provisions 
of 
Hanover’s ordinance, motorists are 
allowed to park double for two 
minutes for taking on or discharg­ 
ing passengers and trucks are al­ 
lowed to park double for five min­ 
utes to load and unload merchan­ 
dise. 
The double parking proviso 
of Gettysburg's new ordinance is 
the only one which resulted in dis- 
i us: ion around the council table. 
Some councilmen were in favor 
of allowing five 
minutes 
double 
parking for motorists who leave 
their machines in the street and go 
to nearby stores to make purchases 
and IO minutes for trucks to load 
and unload merchandise. 
A sug­ 
gestion that IO minutes be allow­ 
ed for such purposes was consider­ 
ed excessive. 
As a result of the 
discussion, council decided to al- 
i low double parking not in excess 
of five minutes for any purpose. 
To Fine Violators 
Machines parked parallel to tho 
curb will be required to keep with­ 
in six inches of the right 
hand 
curb and to park not more than 
four feet behind the car ahead. 
F'ines for violation of 
tbs* 
new* 
ordinance will range from $5 to 
*25.

The new* system of parking will 
not affect the present right-angle 
j parking in Center Square. 
The change to parallel parking is 
(expected to go into affect shortly 
I after the new ordinance is passed. 
While discus.don of the proposed 
ordinance was under way, Secre­ 
tary Ross Myers read a communi­ 
cation from the fire department in 
which that body was represented 
as being in favor of parallel park­ 
ing, pointing out that angle park­ 
ing makes the driveway so narrow*
